the  County  of  Surry,  Engiand,  My  Father  wag 
of  the  to«  bufinefs  as  myfclf,  4  Ihipwright  j  n»y  niothij 
crat  the  fainetifne  having  learned  that  of  a  Midwif% 
thek  joSm  induftry  and  frugal  way  of  Hving>  in  a  feif 
years  put  them  rather  above  th«  coaimanalty,  At  iki$ 
period  it  plcafcd  the  Almighty  to  take  my  Father  «? 
way»  i  have  evoi'y  rcafon  to  believe  to  himfelf,  juft  as  I 
had  attained  my  ibirreenth  year.  My  inother'9  bufi* 
ncfs  incrcafmg  with  her  experience,  jny  father's  lofs, 
with  rcfpe^t  to  pecuniary  matters,  was  not  much  fd*^  ? 
accordingly  I  was  kept  a t  fchool  until  my  fourteet|t|i 
year  j-^aboul  which  time  an  uncle,  a  brother  of  my 
mother's,  came  to  town,  from  whom  we  had  foirr  eas- 
peclations,  he  being  a  widower,  and  no  family,  poffcs^ 
iing  conilderabte  property  entirely  at  his  own  difpofalV 
His  mind  was  rather  narrow  and  his  tenrjper  morofe-^ 
his  whole  ft udy  was  to  accumulate  the  hl:hy  trafh  of 
this  world,  which  at  Jaft  he  muft  leave  behind  him.r-s* 
Shortly  after  his  arrival,  he  fuggefted  to  my  mother  the 
impropriety  of  keeping  fuch  a  great  boy,  (for  I  was  then 
very  ftout  of  my  age,)  running ^bout  the  iireet,  for  io 
he  termed  it.  But  God  knows  I  had  very  Uttle  tin^ 
for  that,  having  to  attend  to  two  different  fchools,  from 
feven  in  the  morning  uti til  feven  o-clyck  in  the  evening 
-^however  he  prevailed  fo  far  witli  my  ipotl^^r,  tj^atl 
was  taken  from  fchool. 

Notwithftanding  the  repeated  perfuafions  of  my 
fch(  ol  niafters,  to  give  me  a  couple  of  years  more  fchool- 
ing,  as  }t  would  be  of  more  benefit  to  me,  than  all  the 
jrett.  I  had  learned  ;  but  it  availed  not,  an4i  was  given 
to  underiland  that  I  iriuft  quickly  ^i^akc:  choice  of* 
trade,  tha^  ji  fuitable  mafter  might  be  obtained  before  my 
ungle  left  towp.  So  eafily  does  the  tra£h  of  this  w<Mrld 
blind  the  eycg  pf  people  even  of  a  good  underftanding  } 
Ibr  my  mojhef  III  all  other  refpe&,  was  a  woman  ol 
liron£f  ientiments.  added  to  a  crood  c^mmnn  educatinM«: 


I  was  not  brig  in  determining^  cKoib  that  of  piy  fa- 
thers ;  this  at  fim  Was  ftVpnuoufTj^op^jEffed  by  i^y  ^oxh- 
€r,  as  a  Idboreous  ^pd  dangerous  J^iilinefs.  Here  again 
my  uncle  gained  his  point,  by  rcprcfenting  the  ^dv^n- 
tagcs  my  fat  her  derived  frbtit  the  bufmeCs,  niy  h^akli 
iod  ftreng^h,  that  my 'mother  gave  way,  and  I  wa^ 
homd  apprentice  ^t  <5ui|dhaU,  to  one  of  tpy  fs^thera  old! 
Iteafters.  Nothing  ^naterial  happened  during  my  ap- 
ferenticeftiip  worth  here  r^lattng-r^fuffi^c  it  that  1  fcrv- 
ftiiny  fev^n  years  out  Ivith  credit,  and  recei^vcd  the 
freedom  of  the  ci|y  of  London  as  a  T^«*3ir^.'

diarely,  to  the  bay  of  Houduras,  which  voyage  was  per 

fcrn^cil  in  nine  months,  making  my  3bfencfi^o|n  Lon 

lion  in  the '^^holp  twcpty  months. 

On  my  return  hptn^,  feeing  a  young  child  on  my  fis 
teis  arms,  curious  to  know,  afltpd  who  it  belonged  to 
when  I  rc(:eivedfor  anfwer,*'  it  is  fttppofed  toyou/'- 
Thcy  then  gave  me  to  undcrfland  that  Bctfey  Jenkini 
Was  the  iv<>ther  of  it— that  my  tnother  Jiad  taken  it 
from  |ier,  ^nd  had  brought  it  ttj)  fo  far  and  meant  to  d( 
it  as  kmg  as  flie  Irved.t  Betfey  had  not  ccnfeff^d  i 
was  mine,  but  flws  had  never  fytd  it  was  mot.

We  Gulfed  the  thaonel  o^  England  fix  weeks,  and 
durinc^  which  t'tm|;  W4;  made  feveral  captures  ot  Wlid- 
erablc'v^lue,  oni?  in  particuhi!,  having  fprae  on  hi>m 
lr.)m  the  Weil  Indies,  which  waii  pavd,  Imctn  the  Ipc^ 
cie,  in  two  days  ?ftet  our  arrival  at  Spithead,  my  inaife. 
of  which  was  thirty  two  pounds,  being  rattd  as  Garpeft- 
^ter^smate.    Shojrtly  afterwards  our  fhip  received  or- 
ders  lojoin  an  expedition   going  ^gainft   the  French 
Weft  Indies,  under  the  compiand  of  admiral   Sir  John 
jaTvicc,with  a  large  fleet  of  Transports  and  15,000 
troops,CQmmandcdbySir   Charles   Grey,  finccf  Lord 
CJrey  j  we  di4not  fail  on  this  expedition   until  tiic  be- 
ginmng  of  October ;  the  first  ot  our  pafTage  wzk  very  te- 
dious owing  to  heavy  gales  of  wind,  and  that  m  general 
from  ite:  ver^  quarter  we  wanted  xo  ftecr  too  :  m  ortci 
*if  ti^ds^O^  the  l^^tt  Darted  fame  went  to  Ply  naouth,  bpt 
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themostoart  kept  on  mfmalUquacIrons  until  diey  arrlveti 
jtBa-badocs,  the  place  of  Rendezvous.  U  was  not  umii 
the  month  of  Jaouary  i794th;U  the  whole  afllmbled  ; 
When  having  W4tcicd  and  refitted,  on  the  ift  of  Fcbru- 
ary  the  fijjrnal  was  made  for  the  whole  fleer  to  wei«!| 
and  run  down  upon  the  Jfland  of  Martinjco  ;  on  gafn.. 
in^r  fight  (,f  the  llland  on  the  evening cf  tht  fecond,  th<? 
^hole  licet  divided  into  different  fquadxotisi,  meaning  to 
ariadk  the  I{l<tiid  infeveral  difFjrent  places  ^tone  tiW 
we  were  received  pretty  warmly,  and  many  lives  were 
loft  on  both  fides,  nor  was  It  until  feven  weeks  that  the 
^hote^oftheiaand  was  reduced.  Fort   Bourbon   being 
the  laft  that  lurrcndcrcd,  commmanded  by  general  Rulhi- 
ambcau,  who  went  out  with  the  honors   of  war,  and  a 
palfagc  found  him  to  Amsrica,    But  this  is  bet  tcr  re- 
corded  than  I  can  here  relate.    The  Ifland  of  St.  Luca, 
Tobago,  and  Guidaioupe  iliared  the  fame  fate  witK 
Ma.rtlnico,  but  with  lels  lofsor  trouble, the  laft  of  which 
4gme  pc«^p?c  fcem  to  doubt  of  the  fairncfs  ot  its  recapture 
Nivhich   happened  a   fliort    time   afterwards  ;  the  Ad^ 
vtrtiral  with  moft  of  the  General  Officers  taking  the 
Whoie  fleet  except^  one  forty  gun  ft\ip  to  proted  the 
large' bay  pf  |»oint  a,  Pctre,  ti^cnt  out  an  airing  v  in 
tficir  ^bfepee  a  convoy  afrived  from  France  with  tioops* 
ftored,  ammunition  &c.  convoyed  only  by  three  frigates 
which  landed  apd  retook  in  a  ihoat  time  that  part  ot  th^ 
)iland,  and  mad^  a  great  many  of  our  brave  foiaier?s 
prifoners.     We  ftili  held  the  weftcrn  ports  of  the  Jfland, 
and  it  wa«  dctc^pingd  again  to  attack  Point  a  Pctre  \  it 
happened  to  be  my  lot  to  be,  fent  in  one  of  the  gunboats 
oil  this  attack,  b^t  unfortunately  cur  gun  boat  was  fuck 
with  two  others,  and  the  furvivois  made  prifoners  of 
;war.^  This  w^s  the  firft  time  I  was  a   prifoner  of  any 
i^cfcription,  but  Alat  /  I  am  m'Uf  a  prisoner  indeed  ! 
-  Hei^e  I  lived  as  well,  if  not  better  than  lever  did  be- 
ffojo,  havmg  my  libcriy  to  walkabout  through  the  day 

1  found  many  friends,  one  in  jiarticular,  an  American 
€apt;^n,for  there  were  a  number  of  ^mgrican  v^ffels 
there.  He  and  pi^  fpeaking  gngliih,  he  ftewed  me 
many  kindneffes  and  ijitroduccdmc  |:o  niany  of  his  ac- 
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fevmg  my  bitrtlieFfofferers  in  prifcm  that  had  not  th^j 
same  opportunity,    Sobn  after  my  friend  the  captain 
told  me  he  (hould  frton  be  ready  to  fail,  and  fugcftcd  if  I 
were  willing  he  could  in  flowing  his  cargo  make  a  place 
to  conceal  me,  that  it  would  be  impofltble  for  them  o^ 
if  ever  wt  fell  in  with  a  BritiQi  man  of-^ar,  to  find  m0, 
to  this  I  immediately  agreed,  and  mbft  heartily  .did  ||l4 
d6  tiow  thank  him.    The  day  df  her  departure  ^rrivingy 
i  went  with  him  to  take  leave  of  his  friends  who  had 
ilfo  become  mine  ;  although  fome  df  them  wfcre  Frcn^h^ 
wer^  ftill  as  folieitdus  aboujt  my  fafety  as  myfelf<  It  ,bc^ 
.i«|  midday  I  could  ndt  bepolTtbly  miffed  until  the  tim<^ 
of  my  returrt  to  prifon,  which  was  not  until  furi  fet.     t 
carefully  got  on  board  unndticcd  by  any  bddy,  and  retw 
red  to  my  hiding  place^,  where  I  heatd  the  guard  as  it 
is  ufual,  tiiaking  a  fearch^  but  I  was  fafe  enough,   noth- 
ing but  information  could  have  difeovered  me.     In  ^ 
bout  three  hdurs  after  the  vefFcl  failed  the  captain  rejeai^ 
td  mc,  when  twenty  day's  after  1  arrived  in  Baltimore^ 
once  again  a  thatfi  for  myfelf;         •  i  /f  * 

Here  again  I  experienced  great  kindiieis  from  my  cap^f< 
tain,  who  had  j)ut  fne  dn  the  ihips  book,  making  my 
timiS  to  appear  as  hairing  been  ori  fconrd  one  month^ 
for  <<^hich  I  received  35  dollars,  wageft  for  dnfe  monih* 
How  far^this  was  jufi:,  1  inufl  leave  the  reader  to judg^, 
but  it  was  certainly  doing  mc  a  great  benefit,  for 
•With  that  and  a  months  advance  livagcs  1  had  received 
fro^  another  ftiip  that  wals  ready  to  fail  in  tht  liam^ 
employ,  I  ptfirchafed  clothe^  and  tools  fuflicient  tp  prt^ 
cttd  another  voyige;  The  |nip  was  bound  to  Surinamg 
^  pott  in  South  America,  but  faUing  in  with  t^o  Brit- 
Ifh  flodps  df  warj  to  windwafd  of  Sarbadocs,  our  fliij* 
was  by  them  imptefled,  atnd  carried  into  Antigtia,  being 
loaded  with  flour,  Indian  corn  and  tobacco,  which  wctc 
artides  the  Mland  ftoddln  great  need  df^*  Here  we  wcr| 
'obliged  to  fell,  btit  it  prdved  very  well  for  the  owners, 
m  by  advice  by  a  fchooner  that  fhortly  after  arrive^ 
ifrorti  Surrinam,  that  we  iad  fojdfor  fe  dollar^gcr  bar- 
i|d  more  than  they  would  liave  given  tis*  ^  Our  c^rgo
